Compilation of figures just com- 
pleted shows that pneumonia and 
tubarehloala, two tA tha dioaasea

fewer victims in 1921 than in any 
year since the establishmeat of the 
State Board of Health's Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, J. ^. Blackerby.

As a result of this reduction, from 
150.4 to 129.2 per 100,000 in the 
case of tuberculosis, Kentucky, ac- 
cording to Mr. Blackerby, probably 
will climb out of the unenviable po- 
sition as the third State in which 
the most deaths are caused by tuber- 
culosis.

Dodging the dog tax seems to 
have become a general practice in 
Kentucky and little effort appaan to 
be made to enforce the payment of 
the impost fixed by law. This situ- 
ation is stressed by recent instan- 
ces of blanket pardons issued by the 
GoTemor to persona indicted for 
son-payment, relieving them from 
the fines and costs impoeed on con- 
dition that they pay the dog tax. 

Pardons wero granted to approxi- 
mately iOQ persons in two counties 
who trfad to>«Tade the doir tax and 
thi? is regarded as reflecting a simi- 
lar condition in practically every 
aChsr tnmmtf where pairmcnt of the 
dog tax is looked upon in the nature 
of a voluntary oflerinc^ Only re- 
esntly the ^h Mi fc ai f —rtal aUte- 
ment of an otherwise progressive 
county showed that of over 1,400 
docs listed tha ttt had hmm paid on 
only 107. 

Sometime ago over 1,600 indict- 
ments were returned in a single 
county against delinquent dog tax 
owners, but the prosecutions were 
dismissed conditions on the payment 
of the tax.

Seattle, WasH.— Where are the 
tramps of yesterday? — those aptly 
dubbed "knights of the road," who, in 
halcyon days, were a comuMm sight 
along stretches of nUlroad right-of- 
ways, throughout tho country. Shift- 
less, happy-go-luoky fellows they were 
— readily identified as "wandering 
Willies," or members of the roving 
mendicant frateialty, by their make- 
shift hats, untrempt and nsnally mi- 
washed stubble beards, ill-fitting 
patched trousers, nondescript coats, 
battered and tattered oversized 
shoes, but, best of all, b7 the tools 
of their 'tnUtei** a tii( can and ban- 
dana handkerchief bundle which they 
carried on the end of a short stick 
over the shoulders. 

"Alas, poor Dusty Rhodes! I knew 
him well, Horatio!'* mooned Penver 
Dirtdiy, a bmnw or less retired veteran 
of the road, as he gently closed a 
grimy paper-bound edition of Emer- 
son's Essays, which he had been read- 
ing for diversion while "beating it a 
division," several wedks ago in a box 
car from Pocblo to Denver, Colo., over 
the Colorado & Southern railroad. Ilis 
traveling companion and confidante 
of the last three days, the reporter, a 
mere novice, whose ezperirace as a 
hobo consisted of a trtHIng 28.000 
miles covered at intervals during a pe- 
riod of four years, had asked for rem- 
iniscences of the old days when "box 
cars were box cars, and men were 
men,** stirred by fond m^orles of the 
past, was visibly affected. 

Bemoans Dear Old Days. 

"Ah, will those dear days ever rom(^ 
again," he said almost sadly, shifting 
fe|B wei^t as the train took a shar() 
cnrvo and rumbled< into a long, dark 
tmmel In the mmntaln side. When 
daylight again showed through the 
open door Dutchy continued: "I think 
not. The old thoroughbred tramp has 
passed, and the professlcA has pcKkered 
out Only in the eoadcs do you see 
the tried and true tmnp of yesterday. 

"Tramp life is a dlffereift life now 
fr<»m what it was ten years ago. And 
what makes It different is this: The 
old-time tramp was on the road to do 
as little work o possible. When he 
needed a stake to hold him over the 
winter in the North there were plenty 
of jobs in almost any town where he 
could put in a few days' work and 
come dear with amugh money to live 
for a few weeks. On the road he 
could always tadde a woodpile for 
some *kind lady* and get fed. Then, 
again, the jungles in every town were 
always full of 'bos' who had plenty of 
food they Imd bosuned or bad bought. 

"Getting was easy in those days," 
Dutchy went on. •*But nowt There 
are several million men on the road — 
tramps and bums all — but they're not 
on the road because they want to be. 
Unemployment has put thei^ there. 
Homeless, penniless and sometimes 
friendless, they are beating it from 
one town to ai^ther looking for work. 
Few Realize Hardships. 

"People in the city with jobs don't 
know what a hobo is up agidnst. For 
that nuttier tew of them know what a 
hobo, in tiie true sense of the word, Is.' 
They don't know that a real hobo is a 
traveling workman who does some of 
the hardest and poorest paid labor in 
the United Sta^ep. Who harvests the 
greai grain crops of tiie Middle West 
each year? Hobos who drift In frpm 
all o« er the country harvest it. Toey 
also build the railroads, irrigation 
projects and other construction jobs; 
cot the tinplher In the often-lonay log- 
ging camps, harvest the ice crops, 
work in mines and oil fields, and per- 
form other work that lasts for only 
a short time and which only the drift- 
ers will tackle. A hobo will only bum 
when he is down and out and c«n*t 
work out a nMsL^ 

Denver Dutchy said many oClMr 
things. Subsequent investigation finds 
that he Is osffoct The hobo Is a 
worker. 

Osniltions on the read are pitiful. 
In parts of the ceontry where the un- 
employment situation Is not critical 

the life Is not so hard, but in portions 
where It is, as In the entire Southwest, 
many hobos are leading a life that is 
really worse than that of a hunted 
anlmsL Ballroad d^ t e ctl fs a and ape- 
clal agents chase them off trains and 
out of railroad yards and 4he local 
police order them out of toaraa or 
arrest them for vagrancy. 

Drastic LjNsa Against Them. 
Mmbj states, eqiedally TemC have 
drastie laws under which a man must 
serve from one to eleven months on 
road chain gan^ if found guilty of 
vagrancy. This punishment has made 
many max bitter against the police 
and el tla c ns of many cities, and agita- 
tors and agents of several radical or- 
ganisations are using this fact as an 
aigusaent toward enlisting hobos to 
their various causes. In the North 
west, posted at nearly every Impor- 
tant frei^ division point, are repre- 
sentatives of the L W. W. who solicit 
i^d often succeed In enrolling hobos 
fsr **red cards*' on the strength of this 



eral adndnstraBSB'' rsBpsnsBHO' In a 

large measure for national unonploy- 

ment. 

"Here's a land of plenty," they say. 
"You, a human being must wander 
through It staning^ coljd and tired 
with no piaee to kjr your head. An 
alley cat or stray 4oc is bottar off 
than you are." 

Few people realize what segrega- 
tion of these two or .three million idle 
men would mean. If there were 'not 
these hobos swarming in hordes over 
the railroads In every section of the 
Union, the unemployed permanent resi- 
dents of most of the cities and towns 
woidd ha^ Isss dhanee of gettiag po- 
sitions. The city man should be thank- 
ful that there are hobos In times when 
work is plentiful. 

Outlook Bad for 1922. 

The outlook for 1922 is nnfavorable, 
especially for the winter. With so 
many mines and mUls shut down, and 
with the harvest season and con- 
struction jobs nearly over, it will not 
be long before several hundred thou- 
sand hobos will again have to *'hit the 
road.** Most old-timers predict a win- 
ter that will be worse than last year, 
one that brought much suffering. 

Jails will have to be thrown open 
and winter quarters provided as well 
as bread lines formed. 

Hobos everywhere advise youngsters 
not to try to beat th|^ way anywhere 
at present, especially riding "blind 
baggage" on passenger trains. Mall 
guards have shot and killed so many 
suspects that It Is unsafe. 

Besides these hardships, there are 
more severe ones that tax a man's en- 
durance to the utmost. In some towns 
throughout the nation the restaurants 
and homes have been pestered so 
much by l|iingTy men seeking work 
that several men have actually 
starved to death In them. — Ted Seel- 
man in the Chicago Dally News.

Los Angeles.— Malarja, the diyaso 

that competes with tnbercnloBks'' and 

cancer in its heavy toll of life, has 
found its Nemesis since science pro- 
tects and shelters the bat as the nat- 
ural enemy of the malarial mosquito. 

The resnit of Dr. Oharles A. R. 
Campbell's discoveries and scientific 
work with bats and mosquitoes has in- 
terested naturalists all over the world. 
The first bat roost was built in San 
Antenio for the purpose of ridding 
the city of the psstUentlal malarial 
mosquito. 

For years Dr. Campbell experiment- 
ed on bats to discover why they were 
immune from the disease that WMOlht 
such havoc with humsn Irnlags, 
Bats Abltor Jaa 

It took a great many years for Dr. 
Campbell to be sure of the cause for 
the difference in the susceptibility of 
the bat and that of other manuaals. 
W> TDc Homaday writes In tiie lies An- 
gSlai Times. The great difference in 
the anatomy of the bat was found to 
be In its relatively much larger spleen. 
It is to this organ that Dr. Campbell 
attmNrtes the idilllty eC the bat to 
thitsa sa ttifi 'mosquito and consume 
large numbers t>f them without being 
aifected. 

In his experiments with bats Dr. 
Campbell has come across several pe- 
culiar characteristics of the animal. 
For instance, bats abhor jazz. A 
phonograph, a Jazz record and a small 
boy stationed on the top of a hunting 
lodge infested with bats so startled 
the animals in the early morning hours 
as ^y returned to roost that they 
flew some two miles away, entered an- 
other lodge and never returned to the 
one in which they had been living for 
two years. The explantftion of this is 
that tlie ear of the bat iS so delicate 
that discordant or strident noises are 
to them the most irritating of all sen- 
sations. 

The remarkable value of bat« as a 
health service was demonstrated in 
San Antonio wlien the malaria infected 
swamp region around Lake Mitchell 
where there was abundant grazing for 
cattle was experimented on. It has 
been said that formerly it was im- 
possible to build fences around this 
land bordeHng the lake strong enough 
to hold the cattle. 

The myriads of mosquitoes were not 
only dangerous on arrf)unt of their 
germ-carrying propensities, but their 
bite was too painful even for beasts 
havUig shoe-ieatber hides t6 mdore. 
IH>. Campbell erected a bat roost on 
a rise in the neighborhood of the lake 
and in a year the place was cleared of 
mosquitoes and thousands of bats had 
taken their places. The grazing land 
is now covere d widi fine, healthy cat- 
He and the farm land is irrigated from 
the waters of the lake. Malaria is al- 
most unknown among the poopia Asoli- 
ing ip that locality. 

^jtii H tpa ta fourteen daya tar 
tha Bsalarla paraaHa to develop in 
the blood of the mosquito after the 
insect has been infected. With a myri- 
ad of bats flying about each night in 
search of mosquitoes as food there is 
little chaaoe of a mosqaito liv^iig ten 
days after It Is eU enough to fly 
abroad at night. 

Many Bat Roosta in San Antonio. 

After the success of this campaign 
fgainst malaria bat. roosts were estab- 
nehed la the l o afh wes t eatsktrts of 
San Antonio. This was so successful 
in ridding that portion of the city of 
mosquitoes that the state erected an- 
other at the Southwestern Insane 
asylnm in San Antonio. Another was 
erected at the West Texss Military 
academy in Alamo Hei^^ifik Soauner 
homes and farms hre now tstfng np 
the idea. 

Some of the bat roosts erected 
under Dr. Campbell's supervision are 
of mammodi sise. Often ttiey rise to s 

height of thirty to fifty feet and are 
fifteen to tw^enty feet square. fThe 
largest of them accommodate from 
5,000,000 to 8,000,000 bats, it la esti- 
mated. In the early evening as they 
take their departure for the mosquito- 
hunting grounds they have the ap- 
pearance of a dark cloud. Bats do not 
range over a wide territory in their 
foraging expeditions, it is asserted. 
Ordinarily they cannot be counted on 
to cover hi radius of more then three 
miles and often they confine their 
flights to a mile or less from their 
roosting place.

FIND NEW ANIMAL FOSSILS 



Specimens Discovered in Arizona 
Thraar Light on Amerioaa Ufi 
in PIk 



Washington. — Animal fossils throw- 
ing a new light on the little-known 
animal life of America In the Pliocene 
age, have been added to the coUectlon 
of the Smithsonian lastltatlon by tha 
field explorations conducted In Arizona 
in the past year, and described in a 
report by the institution. Among the 
most interesting specimens discovered, 
the report said, arO a new species of 
mastodon, a large and small species 
of. cmanA and two or three species of 
horses. J. W. Gidley, member of the 
Smithsonian staff, who conducted the 
explorations, says the collection of fos- 
sils "represents practically a new fauna 
of the Plioce ne age^ etrntainlng about 
00 vertebrate species." 

Dealing with the astrophyslcal field 
work of the Institution, the report said 
the observations of the sun now being 
made at its station on Mount Monte- 
zuma, Chile, are being t^egraphed dai- 
ly to Buenos Aires and "employed reg- 
ularly by the Argentine weather bu- 
reau for weather forecasting purposes." 

"While the Smithsonian institution," 
the report said, "is not yet in a posi- 
tion to diampion the use of statistics 
of solar variation for weather fore- 
casts, the grea^ interest which Its 
studies of solar variability havi^ 
aroused here and abroad seems clearly 
to warrant the continued maintenance 
of its two stations until a satisfoctory 
basis for a test of the solar variability 
as a weathor forecastiag desMat has 
been laid." 



KERENSKY TO JELL SECRETS 

Memoirs Say He Sought to Save the 
Czar, but Was Frustrated by 
drsat Brflain* 

London, England. — Startling revela- 
tions respecting the dethronement and 
death of former Emperor Nicholas are 
promised by Alexander Kerensky, one- 
time head of the Russian r^ublic, 
who has been quietly writing his 
memoirs in a London flat. Kerensky's 
plan was to spirit the emperor out of 
Russia to a neutral European country 
or to the UnUed ^ftm, bat UMs. he 
ceataadi^ -itas - f^Hialad by Great 
9Htain. 

The book of the former Russian dic- 
tator will begin with the inception of 
the astf iad cofveiB thaj^flMl cgOaps* 
of -tha •aaspire. It wOhagglaiai if^ 

only the cause of the Bamanov ovei> 
throw, but the failure of Kerensky's 
own government. 

The writer declares that if the al- 
lies had l>een willing to let Russia re- 
main passive for a period they could 
have kept her as a valuable ally. The 
book will point out that the entente 
insisted on Russia's dfa^laying energy 
on the front while ilia- Iha ihrsaa at a 
revqlntka at heme. 

His own overthrow Kerensiqri attrib- 
utes to simultaneous pressure from 
the two extreme parties, the royalists 
on the right and the Bolsheviki on 
the left, in addition to the hostility 
of tbm army.

Gala^ Rumania. — Some railroad 

trains in Rumania are so jammed that 
conductors are powerless to collect 
fares. Hence the Impression Is con- 
veyed that one may travel for nothing, 
which ser^ only to bring larger ansi- 
bers to the already o f ercro wded 
coaches. 

Like most other war-affected Coun- 
tries, Rumania has not enough pas- 
soiger coaches to take care of the 
throngs who want to travel. The Ger- 
mans and Austrlans confiscated most 
of the rolling stock. Passengers today 
are forced to ride on the roofs, bump- 
ers, running boards, and even on the 
undotrucks of the coaches. Fist 
fights, to ssy nothing of accidents, 
fatal and otherwise, are fif 
occurrence.
